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Mayoralty candidate says election results will be skewed

A mayoralty candidate says voter turnout will Ik' affected 
in this year’s Didsbury municipal election because voting 
options are limited. 

Mayoral candidate Rick Lavigne says “someone dropped 
the ball” when it was decided that the only way to vote in this 
years election would be in person, through casting a ballot at 
the advanced poll and during election day, Oct 18. 

By not having a mail-in ballot, Lavigne says people unable 
to appear in person at the two polls have been left with no 
other option than to not vote, even if they wanted to. Every 
person in Canada has the right to vote, said lavigne, and 
should have every option available to do so. 

“It’s not the point of me, or the incumbents. It’s got nothing 
to do with either one of us. It’s the voting practice. You don’t 
change the rules to suit what you not'd and that’s the prob¬ 
lem,” said Lavigne. 

Didsbury is not unique among municipalities in the region 
- neither Olds, Sundre or Carstairs art' utilizing mail-in ballots 


for Hit' Oct. 18 election, officials from the towns confirmed 
Friday. 

Voter apathy Ls typically blamed for less than stellar turnout 
at the (tolls. According to statistics provided by Municipal 
Affairs, 1,411 people cast ballots in Didsbury s 2007 municipal 
election out of 3,140 eligible voters. 

Incumbent mayoralty candidate Brian Wittal says “it’s cer¬ 
tainly their right to bo able to vote and we don’t want to take 
that away from them,” but says there’s other factors in play. 

Wittal says the existing council chose to not employ other 
forms of voting available to them, such as mail-in ballots 
because the east couldn’t be rationalized with the uncertain¬ 
ty of how many people would use them to vote. 

“Unless somebody knows for sure they’re not going to be 
there, you don’t really know how many, if any, people are 
going to need that. You have to set up for it, there is a cost for 
it , you have to make ballots for it, you have to provide infor¬ 
mation for it, all these things that if there’s really not a 
demand.. .1 believe that’s why council chose to not go with a 
special or mail-in ballot,” Wittal said. 

Lavigne said he knows there Ls a demand for mail-in ballots.

Hope DeWitt-Patko says she satisfies the Local Elections 
Authorities Act definition of resident required to lx- able to 
vote in the municipal election. 

“Revenue Canada considers me a resident and I file my 
taxes with them as such. I still have my Allx-rta licence, my 
home in Didsbury, my family in Didsbury, my banks, my mail, 
my dentist and when 1 come home, I come to Didsbury,” said 
DeWitt-Patko. 

DeWitt-Patko says she has a vested interest in the town and 
lias kept abreast of t he municipal election. She said she want 
ed to vote in the election because she likes what new candi¬ 
dates have to offer. 

She e-mailed the returning officer of this year’s election on 
Sept. 27 to find out if them was a way to vote from afar as she 
was not able to make it back to town for election day. 

She was told that unfortunately there was no special ballot 
this election and was asked if she would be back on Oct. 4 for 
the advance ballot. DeWitt-Patko wasn’t able to make it that 
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Councillor candidate Rick Mousseau casts his ballot during the advanced vote last Monday at the town office. 


day either. 

With no ot her optioas available to her, she is resigned to the 
fact that she will not be able to carry out what she calls her 
civic duty. 

In correspondence from returning officer Luana Smith to 
DeWitt-Patko, Smith apologizes for the situation. 

“I’m sorry you can’t vote because I too believe this is an 
important civic duty of residents of our town and everyone 
should have a say in who represents them,” Smith said in an 
e-mail to DeWitt-Patko. 

Lavigne said he knows of others in the same situation as 
Hope including two oil patch workers who Lavigne says art' 
“choked” about being unable to vote because they can’t 
physically lx' back in town to vote. 

“Like, you got oil workers. What about them? People on 
vacation. I could pick out several more instances, so the 
vote’s already tainted as fm as I’m concerned. Whether Hope 
was going to vote for me or not, it’s still a spoiled vote. You 
can’t l<x)k at it any other way. So all these people who have 
just left to go down south, they want to retain their vote, but 
they can’t," Lavigne said. 

Wittal said snowbirds were factored into setting up thLs 
year’s system by having Oct. 4 as the advanced vote date. 

“... our early one (the advanced vote), we put as early as 
possible because we do know a numlx'r of individuals take 
off quite early in (ietober for the winter,” said Wittal. 

He described Hope’s situation as an unforseen circum¬ 
stance that “we didn’t realize was going to pop up,” when 
council was making the required decisions seven or eight 
months ago alxnit what type of voting they would allow. 

According to Smith’s explanation in ;m e-mail to 
DeWitt-Patko, if council passes a bylaw six months before an 
election to have a sjx'cial ballot, then people can mail in their 
vote. 

She said there 1 has been severe problems and controversy 
in the past with individuals (candidates) who made counter¬ 
feit sjxxial ballots. 

“ThLs caused a huge problem in the Local Authorities 
Election Act and individuals wore charged under the 
Criminal Code for this, but it resulted in the s|xx ial ballots 
having a negative view," Smith wrote in ;ui e-mail to Patko. 

Wittal says he has inquired in the past alxnit using ;ui 
e-mail-based voting system. 

He’s suggested creating a system whereby voters could 
e-mail their vote directly to the returning officer using a 
password that could lx> verified by the returning officer. 

Wittal said while it Ls t(x> late to do anything about it now, 
council can consider special balloting in due time prior to the 
2013 election.

A 100 bed, approximately $20 million supportive living 
fac ility proposed for Didsbury is another step closer to 
reality. 

Three private companies have responded to the provin¬ 
cial government’s request for proposals for the P3 project. 

With the deadline now passed, town officials say they 
are hoping to hear by next Monday, who the successful 
bidder is. 

Earlier this spring, the provincial minister of infrastruc¬ 
ture announced his ministry and the Ministry of Senior 
and Community Supports would fund $10 million for a 
facility in Didsbury, with matching funding to be provided 
by a private company. 

The plan was different than what was being considered 
by Alberta Health Services - which was a stand alone 
replacement facility for the 50 long term care beds cur¬ 
rently located in the Didsbury hospital with an extra 10 
new beds added in. 

Health Minister Gene Zwozdesky confirmed during his 
tour of the Didsbury hospital in April, that plans had 
changed. 

But he was unable to say how many of the 100 new beds 
planned would be long-term care or designated assisted

living beds. 

Both offer residents different levels of care and servic¬ 
es. 

Calgary-based AgeCare Health Services is one of the 
companies which submitted a request for proposal, said 
Cathy Hume, AgeCare Health Services director of com¬ 
munications. 

While she didn’t give specifics on the company’s propos¬ 
al, town officials confirm AgeCare’s plan is to include 16 
affordable housing units in the facility. 

AgeCare proposes to apply for an affordable housing 
grant to help fund the units. 

During its Sept. 7 council meeting, council approved 
providing AgeCare with a letter of support indicating the 
town would enter negotiation on the development.

are the commercial needs and opportunities in Didshury 
and a marketing plan has also been completed. 

Brown said council has determined two nuyor thrusts: 
to sell the Didsbury “quality of life” and to market “seniors 
as an industry." 

“To this end, the Town of Didsbury implemented a pro¬ 
gram to attract physicians to the community. Wo have 
gone from having two physicians to six. This was impor¬ 
tant because not only is health care important to seniors, 
having good health care is important to the overall quali¬ 
ty of life of the community,” Brown said. 

Successes have come from lobby efforts for additional 
long-term hospital beds and securing grant funding for a 
local developer to provide additional seniors’ affordable 
housing in Didsbury. 

“Economic development is a process that is often slow 
to show results but it is important that council stays true 
to their plan. Council has stayed true to their plan and we 
are now starting to see the results of efforts that were 
expended two or three years ago,” said Brown. 


BUT ARE SHORT OF CASH? 

CHECK STATUS OF $5000 
GOVERNMENT GRANT 


Town officials have been meeting with local bank man¬ 
agers to try and help spur further development in 
Didsbury. 

Developers have indicated to town staff and council 
members that it has been getting more difficult to fund 
their projects, said town CAO Roy Brown. 

“We wanted to talk to the banks to get their perspective 
and, at the same time, we wanted to inform the banks of 
the economic activity that is going on. We also wanted to 
see if there were some opportunities for the banks and 
the town to work together to help move development 
ahead in Didsbury,” he said. 

Brown and the town’s mayor had hoped to meet with all 
three Financial institute managers within recent weeks. 

The development industry needs the support of the 
banks, said Brown. 

Development is an expensive activity, he said, and very 
few developers are in the position to be able to finance 
themselves. 

“The Town (of Didsbury) is not necessarily requesting 
that the borrowing powers of the developers be increased 
hut not have their borrowing power so restrictive that it 
inhibits future development,” Brown said. 

During the past three years, town officials have tried to 
meet with people in the development industry at least 
once per year. This is the first time town officials have 
met with the hanks in town. 

It’s all part of economic development, said Brown. 

He said town staff and council have done a great deal to 
support both residential and non-residential growth in 
Didsbury. 

A gap analysis has been completed to determine what

The value of new construction projects approved in 
2010 for Didsbury is not expected to reach 2009 levels. 

By the end of August, building permits had been issued 
for over $4.4 million worth of new construction projects 
in 2010 compared to over $5.7 million die year previous. 

“Like everywhere else, our permits are down this year 
by about 21.28 per cent. This is greater than we had antic¬ 
ipated," said town CAO Roy Brown. 

He said town officials were hoping to reach 2000 levels 
hut optimism abounds for the remainder of the year. 

“We are definitely not out of the building season and in 
fact, historically the fall is often a busy time for us to issue 
building pennies."

I attended the all-candidates forum held in the 
Didshury Memorial Complex on Wednesday, Sept. 29. 

There was a very good turnout, although 1 don't know 
why Mountain View County and Didsbury were both rep¬ 
resented. 

The existing town council members and the mayor 
made very good presentations on why they wanted to be 
re-elected to complete projects that they have started 
and wanted to finish. 

The people vying for positions of mayor and councillor 
also made excellent presentations on projects and cost- 
cutting plans they would like to put in place. 

We, the taxpayers and voters, are going to have a diffi¬ 
cult time choosing our mayor and councillors. 

Once again, for about the fourth time, I questioned the 
mayor about the driving habits of people in this town - 
namely making U-turns on main street to park on the 
appropriate side of the street. 

I was told when I see this to get the licence number 
and make and colour of the vehicle and report it to the 
Town of Didsbury. 

Should I, an aging senior, have to do this when we 
have a bylaw officer who is getting paid to enforce our 


rules of the road and does nothing? 

People drive through stop signs, speed through play¬ 
ground zones and residential areas, and cyclists don’t 
wear helmets and not hing is done. 

In fact, it is done so well, the bylaw officer now has an 
assistant. 

The reason I feel so strongly about driving infractions 
is because many years ago, probably in 1967, my young 
daughter came running into the house and said “daddy, 
you have to come. Cathy is lying on the road. She is 
asleep and 1 can’t wake her up.” 

I took my first aid kit and went to the accident scene 
on 20th Avenue and 16th Street. 

I was the first adult on the scene. The RCMP arrived 
shortly thereafter, followed by the ambulance. 

We could do nothing for Cathy. 

That was the day Cathy Zazaluk died, killed by a hit- 
and-run driver who was never found. 

1 never want that to happen again and that is why I will 
continue to haunt the mayor and town council until our 
bylaws are enforced.

A new national study confirms 
**■ what many people already know 

.j/'jrfjfei:' - that while the internet Ls a great 
resource for information sharing 
and commerce, it has also 
become a place where women 
and girls are routinely being 
abused and exploited. 

The University of Victoria study found that abuse 
of girls and woman online has markedly inoreastxl in 
recent years - findings that point to a real need for all 
stakeholders, including governments at all levels, to 
start doing more to reverst 5 tlus very t roubling trend. 

International Institute for Child Rights and 
Development study at the University of Victoria 
found that girls and women are increasingly becom¬ 
ing targets of serialization and other abuse online. 

"We interviewed both young boys and young girls 
and they both recognized that girls are more at risk,” 
said Suzanne Williams, University of Victoria 
researcher. “Girls are more at risk than boys. When 
we asked why, they said that girls equated some of 
their social status to what they did online. 

“Somehow I think we failed kids at the beginning in 
terms of modelling positive behaviour, recognizing 
tlie dignity of girls, recognizing the inherent value of 
living without violence.” 

The rape of a 16-year-old girl in Maple Ridge, B.C. 
and die subsequent online {Misting of video of the 
attack is the latest shcx’king example of internet 
abuse. 

The Chinook’s Edge School Division is already tak¬ 
ing a lead role in combating online abuse, with its 
anti-harassment policy reading, in part: “Harassment 
means conduct or communication in any form 
including internet and e-mail, of attitudes, beliefs or 
actions towards an individual which might be rea¬ 
sonably known to be unwelcome.” 

Authors of the new study say the findings of the 
study should be a wake-up call for all stakeholders to 
do more to fight online abuse. 

"If you look at the state of the world online, vio¬ 
lence against girls and women is rampant,” she said. 

The situation where girls and women are being vic¬ 
timized online 1s wholly intolerable to Canadians 
eveiywhere, including in West Central Allx'rta. As 
such, the Stelmach and Harper governments, in par¬ 
ticular, need to start doing more - much, much more 
- to curt) and then eliminate this troubling new trend. 

And after all the time and effort lx>th governments 
have spent fighting to kill the national firearms reg¬ 
istry, any less effort to better protect Canadian 
women and girls would lx‘ absolutely unacceptable. 

If the fight against online abuse means new ri'strie- 
tions on internet use and/or heavier penalties for 
offenders then that’s what needs to happen. like 
other types of serious, violent crimes in Canada, 
fighting online abuse of women, girls and anyone 
else must become a top priority 


Since the College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Alberta has increased the clinical assessment period for 
South African family physicians, Alberta may find that 
fewer are willing to come to Alberta. 

It’s a shame that a wealthy society like Alberta’s has to 
depend on South Africa to help cover its short fall of 
doctors. 

Since we need more than 1,000 additional doctors to 
serve current needs, increasing the number of graduates 
front 227 to 296 per year, as promised by the provincial 
government, is not enough. 

Considering the number of doctors retiring each year 
and the anticipated growth of Alberta’s population, it 
would take decades for Alberta to catch up and provide 
all the doctors it needs. 

A supply of qualified candidates is not the problem; 
hundreds of young Albertans who have the desire and 
aptitude to become doctors are turned away every year. 


It may take awhile for our universities to ramp up 
their medical faculties with the additional facilities, pro¬ 
fessors and intern mentors required to provide spaces 
for the candidates being rejected but we must begin this 
process immediately. 

In the meantime, scholarships should be given to 
these talented Albertans so that they can get their MDs 
at universities in Australia, New Zealand, U.K. and 
U.S.A. 

In return, they should be required to serve in Alberta 
for at least five years in regions that are particularly 
short of doctors. 

This plan would give our youth more opportunities to 
become physicians and surgeons and provide every 
Albertan with a family doctor.
